1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group II, claims 35-59 in the reply filed 
on April 24, 2007 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 31-34 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on April 24, 
2007. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: In Figure 3, 
it is suggested that the two occurrences of reference numeral 08 be underlined since it 
appears they are designating a cross-sectional area of the groove. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

On page 23, lines 10-11, the phrase "or as an to it" seems to be missing something. 
On page 35, line 2, the term "23" should be -83- 
Appropriate correction and/or clarification is required. 

Claim Objections 

9. Claims 35~49 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

With respect to claim 35, the term "said transfer cylinders" in each of lines 8 and 
19 has no proper antecedent basis and should be replaced with the term -blanket-. 
Note a similar problem occurs in line 2 of claim 36. 

Appropriate correction and/or clarification is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 35-59 are objected to for the reasons set forth above, but would be 
allowable if rewritten to overcome the above objections to the satisfaction of the 
Examiner. 
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11. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a printing press having all 
of the structure as recited, in combination with and particularly including, having means 
for separating the forme cylinder from the blanket cylinder and first and second printing 
forme chutes movable between a work position and a rest position and means for 
moving the one and other of the chutes as specifically recited.
